Before the president left the white 
house this morning for the executive 
offices he was told by Senator Curtis 
of Kansas, the assistant republican 
leader, that the resolution would be 
adopted.

Harding Spoils “‘Cost-Plus” Plan. 

Then Mortimer’ gets’ disturbing 
news. Forbes has been planning to 
build on the “cost-plus” basis. The 
president objects to that, and insists 
on the contract basis—probably be- 
cause that plan gives less opportunity 
for irregular charges. But Colone!? 
Forbes reassures Mortimer. Time, he 
savs, is the essence of the contract. 

“Don't worry.” he adds, “if you are 
anywheres in line at all, I will see 
you get the work.” 

Mortimer, whose break with Forbes 
I shall describe later, is the chief wit- 
ness as to the system in the veterans’ 
bureau. But he was not an observer 
of the first minor scandal to reach 
publie attention. Before construction, 
sites must be purchased. Here be- 
gins the Livermore, Calif.. transac- 
tion. Thirty miles or so inland from 
San Francisco stood the Cresta Blan- 
ca vineyard which once gave its name 
to a famous vintage of white wine.

Charles F. Cramer,

estate men, than it was worth at the 
time, Lucien Johnson was the owner 
of record.

Early in his administration, Forbes 
had obtained from the department of 
justice a very useful ruling. As the

But these charges were only hints

Mortimer—from here. on we ace 
following his testimony before the 
senate committee—returned to Forbes 
and said: 

“T have arranged it with Black and

Gets $15,000 Lean. 

At Chicago he went to the Thomp- 
son-Black office in the Hell Tele- 
phone building and asked for a per- 
sonal advance of $10,000 and the 
$5,000 loan he was making Forbes— 
“or that they were making Forbes.” 
he added, to the senate committe, 
‘Thompson’ came over to his suite in 
the Drake hotel and gave him $10,000 
in $500 bills. “I said, I have got to 
have $5,000 more. I signed a_ note 
for $15,000." He said, ‘I will take 
eare of you in the morning,’ which he 
did.” 

Mortimer testified that he went 
with the money to the Forbes’ suite 
in the Drake. The colonel was lhav- 
ing a “party.” On the parlor floor 
sat the director of the most expen- 
sive department in our government, 
shooting craps with a lady. Morti- 
mer called him into the bathroom, 
gave him ten $500 bills. Continuing 
from the transcript of testimony:

Asked “What service” he had per- 
— as counsel for Doheny, he 
said: 


“Special counsel, acting in an ad- 
visory capacity in such matters as 
were presented to me irom time to 
time.’’ 

“He has not advised with you about 
any matters except Mexican: matters? 

“Our professional relations began in 
that connection and continued in that 
connection. I have ever been consulted 
in his oil leases. He kas had other 
attorneys for that work. He was free 
to ask me about all matters, and if 
he had consulted me about the oil mat- 
ters I would have advised him.’’ 

Chairman Lenroot asked the wit- 
ness whether he had appeared per- 
sonally before the government depart- 


ments here in the matters referred to 
in his recent letter to the commit- 
tee. 

“T didn’t,’ replied Mr. McAdoo. “My 
partner, Mr. Cotton, appeared before | 
the state department on occasions. 
I purposely refrained from acting my- 
self because I wanted to observe every 
propriety in this matter. = 

‘There was no question of politics 
involved in the matters presented. It 
was the policy of the administration 
to protect American interests in 
Mexico. That policy was observed 
under the Wilson administration and 
has been observed under this adminis- 
I do not believe that any 
administartion could survive that did 
not stand for the protection of Amer- 
ican property and richts. not only in 
Mexico but in all nations. 

Trip to Mexico. 

Senator Walsh directed the wit- 
ness’ attention to a trip he once 
made to Mexico. 

“In Januayr, 1921, I went to Mex- 
ico,” Mr. McAdoo replied. “and one 
of the purposes was to discuss with 
thes Mexican authorities questions 
concerning article 27 of the Mexican 
constitution. 

“T had a conference with President 
Obregon in which I stated and im- 
pressed upon him that a genuine dis- 
aster would result to Mexico if an at- 
tempt was made to give article 27 
retroactive effect. I not only out- 
lined to him that such an attempt 
would prevent all American enterprise 
in Mexieo and destroy all confidence 
in the government but that the credit 
which Mexico needed imperatively to 
develop the country could not had 
if such things should be undertaken. 

_ “]T explained to him at that time 

that the American market was the

This made it imperative, Mr. Me- 
Adoo said, for the Mextcan govern- 
ment to make its position plain. : 
“President Obregon expressed’ him-

Doheny intended to create a wrons 
impression about the amount of fees 
and othér questions referring ‘> my 
professional relations with bim.” 

When thg examination wa: con- 
cluded and Mr. McAdoo left the wit- 
ness chair, the crowd agaig broke into 
applause. and he turned and waved 
his hand as he walked out of the 
committee room. 

Meadow’s Statement. 

Mr. McAdoo emphasized before the 
senate oil committee today that his 
professional relations with E, L. Do- 
heny, recently terminated, were “in 
guod faith” and had notBing to awe 
with the leasing of naval oil reserves. 

Appearing at his own request be- 
cause of testimony given by Mr. Wo- 


fbeny as to his employment in con- 


nection with Mexican oil matters, Mr. 
McAdoo declared: 

“I think it may fairly be presumed 
that, if my name was not prominent- 
iy mentioned in connection w'th high 
uffice my private practice as a law- 
ver would be of no interest to this 
committee, or to the public.” 

Asserting that the “faith of the 
reople in their own government is 
shaken” because of the developments 
ir the oil inquiry, he declared “this 
ouestion transtends political parties 
and partisan considerations” ard that 
“the first duty, the imperative duty 
of the hour, is mercilessly ‘to cncover 
yvynd to bring to public. view and scorn 
end punishment every one wno has 
estroyed the public trust or wiw 
uas been guilty of wrongdoing in this 
humiliating and dangerous affair.” 

“It would be a crime against the 
public,” he said, “if the dragging of 
‘nnocent people into this affair should 
divert attention from the guilty to 
prevent the discovery of those who 
have betrayed the. public interest.” 

His statement, which was in the 
rature of an elaboration of his recent 
letter to Chairman Lenroot of the 
committee, dealing with his services 
*s counsel to the Doheny companies, 
f.llows: 

“I am informed by your chairman

“I should like te supplement ne t- 
ter cf February 7 with some of t! \ 
reasons that prevailed upon me to re 
resent Mr. Doheny’s companies profes 
sionally in his Mexican difficulties. 
“Article 27 of the Mexican consti- 
tution of May 1. 1917, was zn attempt 
to assert ownership by the Mexican 
government in the mineral deposits of 
the sub-surface of lands in Mexico. If 
this article should be given retroactive 
effect it woul] result in the confisca- 
tion of properties of American citi- 
zens lawfully acquired prior to the 
adoption of that constitution. This 
presented a grave situation for Ameri- 
can property rights in Mexico—so 
grave in fact that the Wilson admin- 
istration on April 2,. 1916. through 
Ambassador Fletcher at Mexico City, 
filed a solemn protest against it. This 
attitude was consistently maintained 
by the Wiison administration through- 
out its life. When the Uarding ad- 
ministration came in, Secretary 
Hughes adopted the same policy. 
This policy was insisted upon by the 
American commissioners to Mexico, 
Messrs. Warren and Payne, and, as I 
understand it, was practically made a 
condition of recognition of Mexice hy 
the United States. 

Pan-American Conference.  - 
“During the year 1918, 1 was direc- 
tor general of the railroads of the 
United States. The fuel problem was 
one of the most serious with which 
we had to deal. I was then made to 
realize keenly the tremendous im- 
portance of fuel oil from Mexico. A 
great number of American industries 
along the Atlantic seaboard were de- 
pendent upon Mexican fuel oil. The 
preservation of this fuel oil supply 


‘twas then and is now essential to our 


internal economy. Not alone is this 
true, but the question of an adequate 
oil supply and of an adequate oil re- 
serve is one of the most important for 
any nation under conditions of modern 
warfare. In fact the crucial test in 


_the next war, if one shouid come, is 
going to be not alone war machinery 


und applianeeés but control of an 
adequate supply of petroleum to meet 
the needs of national defense and of- 
ense. It is no exaggeration to say 
that the strongest nation in petroleum 
resources will be the most hkely vic- 
tor im such a contest. For all of 
these reasons, therefore, the American 
government and the American peopie 
were interested in preservinz the Mex- 
ican oil supply which was lawfulle 
owned or controlled by American citi- 
zens. 

“In 1915 I called the first pan- 
American financial conference in 
Washington. It was attended by all 
the South and Central American re- 
publics except Mexico, which then was 
in a state of revolution. Whe follow- 
ing year, 1916. I attended the first 
session of the international hich com-. 
mission of all the South and Central 
American republics at Buenos *Aires~ 
in the Argentine! At this session were 
discussed economic, . financial an/ 
other problems of great consequence 
to the whole cf Latin America, and I 
gained a familiarity with conditions 
prevailing through South and Cen- 
tral America which could not have 
heen secured in any other way.

For 
the purpose of preserving competition 
and securing the essential supplies of 
fuel oil for our industries along the 
Atlantic seaboard, it was highly de- 
sirable to protect, by every legiti- 
mate and proper means, the oil-bear- 
ing properties of American citizens 
in Mexico. 

“When Mr. Doheny, therefore, asked 

my firm to act for him professionaHy 
in trying to prevent the confiscation 
of his valuable petroleum properties 
-in Mexico, representing several hun- 
dred million dollars, it appealed to me 
because of my general knowledge of 
the oil industry and of Mexican and 
Latin-American relations gained m 
the manner J have described, and be- 
cause it was in line with the declared 
policy of the administration to protect 
American properties against confisea- 
tion in Mexico. 
- “T believed that an opportunity was 
presented to render a genuine service, 
outside of my professional work, in 
promoting Latin-American commerce. 
and more particularly in contributing 
to the protection of all American 
rights in Mexico if the retroactive ani 
confiscatery effect of article 27 of the 
Mexican constitution could be pre- 
vented. 

“This, with my letter of February 
7, 1924, gives the history of my pro- 
fessional connection with the Dohenr 
companies.’’ The service I have ren- 
dered to them was in good faith and 
in full satisfaction for the fees that 
have heen paid. I owe them nothing 
and they owe me nothing.”

HEALTH TALKS 


- BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE ONLY DISEASE CAUSED BY 
COLD. 

Although there still is no such dis- 
ease as a “‘cold,” in the head or any 
other part of the body, there fs rio de- 
nying that exposure to cold, wet feet 
and the like cause one disease, which 
is the only disease cold ever does 
cause, namely, frostbite. The early 


I shall take just a slight cold in the 
feet for my topic. That is chilblain. 

Chilblain is a mild or first degresa 
frostbite. It may be compared with 
a mild or first degree burn, which is 
one that reddens the skin and causes 
considerable smarting, pain or itching 
but does not blister, If blisters form 
it is a second degree burn, Sometimes 
blisters form in chilblain. If the burn 
is so severe or deep as to destroy tis- 
sue, itis a third degree burn, and that 
would be comparable with severe frost- 
bite which destroys the frozen tissues | 
and produces gangrene. 

In most instances chilblain consists! 
of trythematous (flushed or reddened) 
patches about the heels and borders of 
feet, or perhaps upon the fingers, the 
ears or the nose. ‘The region affected 
is cold, tender, and when exposed to 
heat burns or itches intensely. It oc- 
curs chiefly in persons who have @ 
poorly trained or over-coddled yasomo- 
tor apparatus—persons who. harbor | 
the fancy that the body warmth 1s} 
maintained by the amount of clothing | 
worn and by the temperature of the) 
air and who consequently weaken their | 
own vasomotor apparatus by relying | 
too much upon these artificialities | 


which, after all, have nothing to do | 
with the warmth of the body. | 

Having thrown the foregoing argu-| 
ment off my chest, I’m going to do an 
imitation of a health officer who 
teaches the simple public that “all so- 
called colds are caused by infection 
from person to person” ahd then warns 
the still simpler public to be careful 
not to get caught in a draft or go out 
without heavy underwear on. I’m g0- 
ing fo recommend the wearing of nice 
woolen stockings as a means of pre- 
venting chilblain. This isn’t so very 
inconsistent as it might seem at first 
blush, for after all, didn’t I frankly 
avow at the beginning of this talk 
that chilblain is caused by cold? The 
individual who is susceptible to, or, if | 
you'll be sure not to misunderstand, 
takes cold in his feet—we've got to 
treat him gently, coddle him along. 
Those of us who do not believe in 
taking cold even in the feet need not 
encase our feet or any of the rest of 
our body in wool if we don’t think it 
comfortable. The amount and kind of 
clothing which is most comfortable to 
the individual is certainly most hy- 
gienic for that individual in all cir- 
cumstances. 

The shoes should be loose, for every- 
body knows that tight shoes make the 
feet cold and interfere with circula- 
tion. Cork insoles are useful in the 
prevention of chilblain if the feet | 
sweat at all. Sweating of the feet must 
be carefully treated and overcome }f 
one is subject to chilblain. That 
treatment is another story. Rubber is 
cold on the feet and should be avoided. 
Iron nails or pegs in the heels and 
soles tend to chill the feet. Tight 
garters must be avoided, and indeed 
neither the limb nor the body con- 
stricted in any way by clothing.

Social Outcast 


What future is there in organized 
svciety for the man who has paid for 
a crime with a prison term? Is he to 
be an outlaw and an outcast for the 
rest of his natural life? Or will the 
culd shoulder of society drive him 
byck into a life of crime? Lombroso 
and the world’s greatest criminolo- 
gists have pondered over these ques- 
lions and they have not been able 
to lay down a definite decision. Each 
case, must be cousidered on its own 
werits, that has been the verdict of 
the criminologists. ‘hey are unable 
io lay down an unbending, inflexible 
rule, 

Citizens of Atlanta therefore are 
asked to decide upon the merits of a 
cuse of this kind which has come to 
ibe attention of The Constitution. 

A young man of good family, whose 
name does not matter, in the course 
of his life was appointed to a good 
pusition with a railway and express 
company. He gambled carelessly and 
once took a chance with some of the 
‘money entrusted to his care. Of 
cuurse the speculation failed to bring 
its golden returns. He was caught, 
e¢unvicted and sentenced to serve from 
*wo to four years at the state peni- 
tentiary. For good conduct and ex- 
amplary behavior he was pardoned a 
few weeks ago. His first steps lay 
to the office of the company he had 
defrauded.

Herrin, Ill., February 11.—S. Glenn 
Young, who has been acting chief of 
police of Herrin since th» riot here 
last Friday night in which Constable 
Caesar Cagle lost his life, and the 
kidnaping of Chief of Police Jolm 
Ford, today was deposed as acting 
chief and Ford again resumed his 
command. 

Accorling to one of the army of: 
ficers here, Ycung’s present status is 
that of a private citizey. Others, 
however’ declizre that Youns, an ad 
mitted p2rid employee of the Ku Klux 
Klan, still retaips the authority of 4 
policeman of Ei errin. 

The coroner's jury investigating the 
kiHing of Cagle adjourn’ca this eve- 
ning and the members of the jury 
were permitted to go to their homes. 
Coroner McCown gaid the jury would 
reconvene tomorrow afterneon. No. 
material witnesses testified at the 
hearing today, most of those heard 
saying merely that they saw the mob 
and heard the shots. 

Cagles’ Boy Death Messenger. 

A pathetic figure at the inquest to- 
day was Cagles’ Il-year-old son, 
kranklin, who, by a curious turn of 
fate, was the messenger who sum- 
moned his father to his death. The 
boy took the stand only a few mo- 
ments after Jack Rowe, 23, a miner, 
had testified that Ora Thomas, under 
arrest charged with first degree mur- 
der, was the man who fired one oO 
the shots that killed Cagle. His death 
is charged by klan leaders to mem- 
bers of the Knights of the Flaming 
Circle, as an act of retaliation for 
the shooting of Deputy Sheriff Joan 
Layman. 

Franklin told a straight forward 
story to the jury. His voice quave ered 
a bit when he related how he nad 
disturbed his parent at a social sup- 
per in the Masonic hall to tell him 
that “a fight was going on down 
town” and he was needed. He said 
he was told to call his father by 
George Kinner, a friend of the fam- 
ily, who thought “a bunch of men 
was getting too noisy. 

Was Not Witness to Death. 

The boy told how Cagle buckled on 
his gun and went running to the 
scene of the fight, although he could 
give no information in regard to his 
father’s death, as he had “stayed oe- 
hind a couple of blocks.” 

S. Glenn Young left Herrin tonight 
for his home at Marion. He said that 
he intends to leave for Washington 
the last of the week to finish the 
mitter of preparing the first 54 in- 
junctions against ‘alleged bootleggers 
in Williamson county. He said there 
would be a total of perhaps 250 in- 
junctions. issued as the result “of the 
evidence secured by him during the 
recent series .of raids which he had 
conducted in this county. 

Herrin ts Unconcerned. 


Herrin did not appear to manifest 
mere than a mild interest in the 
occupation of the city by troops. Not 
more than a hundred persons were at 
the depot when the special train bear- 
ing Major General Milton L. Foreman 
and the 132nd regiment steamed in. 
Reports from Marion, the county seat, 
and Johnston City tonight said that 
everything at those places was quiet. 

Events transpired quickly all day, 
one following the other in rapid suc- 
cexsion. 

Chief of Police Ford, who was 
kidnaped after the trouble last Fri- 
day night and who returned to Her- 
rin yesterday, again took over the 
control of the Herrin police force. 

Young remained at the city hall, 
part of the day gathering up the 
loose ends of his work, and he made 
ready for his departure to Marion. 
At naon the vanguard of the troops 
arrived. General Foreman went into 
immediate conference with Adjutant 
General Black, Col. A. L. Culbertson, 
and later with Young and other civil- 
ian authorities. Mounted machine 
guns were placed throughout the city 
and an increased number of soldiers 
with rifles and fixed bayonets pa- 
trolled the streets, 

Gradually, almost imperceptibly, the 
250 or more special policemen, who 
had ‘been deputized by Young when 
he took over command last Friday 
night, disappeared. These men were 
commonly referred to as the “tin star” 
policemen, because, due to the large 
number deputized, there was not a 
sufficierit supply of badges available. 
A local tinsmith was called and he 
fashioned large six pointed stars 
which the officers used as their em- 
blem of authority. 

The citizen police force was all 
suid to have been Ku Klux Klansmen 
and the greater majority brought in 
from outside of the city of Herrin. 

The guard placed around the hos- 
pital has been removed as most of the 
prisoners have been taken away from 
there. John Layman, deputy sheriff, 
who lies wounded in the hospital, 
shot through the lung during the riot 
Friday. is the only man there who is 
charged with conspiracy in the mur- 
der of Cagle. 

The atmosphere of Williamson 
ccunfy, particularly in Herrin is ex- 
ecedingly tense.

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HEINEN BY FORCE 
SAVED DIRIGIBLE 


Washington, February 11.—The 
cause of the sheke-up in the com- 
mand of the dirigible Shenandoah is 
set forth in an unpublished report of a 
naval board of inquiry. Secretary of 
the Navy Denby, however, has failed to 
make this report publie as yet, giving 
ag a reason “other pressing matters.” 

“Il can’t be bothered with mosqui- 
tos when vultures are flying about 
me,” the secretary said, when asked 
why the report had not been pub- 
lished. 

The designation of Lieutenant-Com- 
mander Zechary Lansdowne as com- 
manding officer of the airship to re- 
place Commander Frank R. McCrary 
on the flight to the north pole, there- 
fore, has created no surprisé in navy 
circles, because the contents of the 
report of the board of inquiry has 
been known for ut least 10 days. 

True Story of Runaway. 

The removal of McCrary came Mon- 
day after investigation of the trial 
trips, and the spectacular runaway 
of the Shenandoah. And in the re- 
purt is the true story of the Shenan- 
doah’s safe return to its hangar at 
Lakehurst, which outstrips all the 
tales which have so far been told of 
the wild night flight.

Reed of Missouri, asking him to ad- 
dress the general assembly as one of 
the three candidates for the demo- 
cratic nomination.

Representative Kennedy of Union 
declared him to be a “traitor to his 
country,’’ and compared him with 
“Benedict Arnold.’ 

Representtive Harrison of Green- 
wood declared that he ought to be 
told “not to put his feet within the 
confines of the state.’’ 

Representative Duffie of Sumter 
declared fhat aS an ex-service man 
he “would resent his coming to the 
state.” 

Representative Hamer of Marlboro 
declared that to invite him was an in- 
sult to the memory of Woodrow 
Wilson.

REBELS EVACUATE 
JALISCO CAPITAL 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Washington, February 11.—A state- 
ment issued by the Mexican embassy 
today said the Mexican rebe} forces 
had evacuated Guadalajara, capital of 
the state of Jalisco, as a result of 
their defeat at Ocotlan and that fed- 
eral forces were expected to occupy 
the city tomorrow. 


Vera Cruz, February 11.—The fed- 
era] troops of General Eugenio Mar- 
tinez today reoccupied Vera Cruz with- 
out resistance. The vanguard of the 
forces took over the city at 5 o'clock 
this morning. The rebels previously 
had evacuated. 

Virtually no resistance was encour 
tered by the federal] army during its 
advance eastward from Cordoba, not- 
withstanding that at several points 
along the line there are great natural 
defense positions which the rebels 
might have used had they desired to 
offer battle. 

Federals Advance Slowly. 

Under strict orders from General] 
Martinez to proceed cautiously, the 
troops advanced slowly. It was neces- 
sary to halt the column at the great 
bridge over the Atoyac river, to re- 
place a number of sleepers which had 
been burned by thé rebels, and also 
in the vicinity of Soledad, where a 
quarter of a mile of railway line had 
been destroyed the night before. 
Skirmishes took place between the 
cavalry in the brush and a force of 
rebels near Soledad. A number of 
troopers were wounded. 

According to General Hector Al- 
mada, chief of staff of General Mar- 
tinez, the whereabouts of the rebel 
bands remaining between Cordoba and 


are being made to disperse them. 

The largest of these bands, which is 
said not to exceed several hundred 
men, is commanded by Pedro Gon- 
zalez. It made its appearance in the 
vicinity of Soledad, but did not at- 
tempt to attack the federals. 

Reorganize Civil Offices, 


The reorganization of the civil ad- 
ministrations in Vera Cruz, both 
state and municipal, together with the 
reestablishment of the federal cus- 
toms machinery will take place im- 
mediately. Colonel Adal Berto Te- 


jeda, governor of the state of Vera 
Cruz, has returned to this city. See- 
retary of War Serrano is expected to 
arrive here tomorrow to make disposi- 
tions for military occupation in the 
reoccupied regions. 

It is generally understood that 
Vera Cruz will not be used as a base 
for the operations against the rebel 
forces in the Tuxpam region of north- 
ern vera Cruz, because of lack of 
communication northward and better 
facilities for an advance southward 
from Tampico against them, 


Cruz from Curdoba began last Thurs- 
day. The expedition aggregated 3,500 
effectives. It is not expected the en- 
tire force will remain long in Vera 
Cruz, since the agrarian’ guards 
which have been organized through- 
out the district recently dominated 
by the rebels are to be. relied upon 
to deal effectively with raiders. 
More than 1,500 agrarians were en- 
listed by Governor Tejeda during a 
recent trip. Arms and _ instructors 
will be furnished them as soon as 
possible. 

When Vera Cruz was entered today 
it was the first time that federal 
forces have been in control here since 
December 5. . . 


OBREGON COMMANDER 
KILLED IN ACTION, 

San Antonio, Texas, February 11.— 
General Joaquin Amaro, commander- 
in-chief of Obregon forces, was killed 
in action during a brilliant advance of 
General Estrada’s column on the wes- 
tern front, which resulted in defeat 
of the federals at Ocotlan. The fed- 
eral column at Silao under personal 
command of President Obregon was 
defeated by the rebel general, Buelna, 
who died shortly afterward in action, 
according to a communication reach- 
ing the De la Huerta agency in San 
Artonio tonight from Jorge Prieto 
Laurens, dated at Tuxpam, Vera 
Cruz. 

The communique says that the reyo- 
iutionary army is meeting wth great 
success in encircling the federals be- 
tween Cardoba and Crizaba, casualties 
including 200 Tabasco men who had 
gone over to federals. The agency in 
San Antonio also was informed that 
Vera Cruz continues under the contro] 
of the revolution. Orizaba is occu- 
pied by General Pedro Gohzales, who 
is fighting on the side of .General 
Guadalupe Sanchez, and Esperanza 
has been taken by the rebel general, 
Marcotte,
